Mr. Fuller opposed re- 
peal of the law providing for the pay- 
ing of bounties on wolves and advo- 
cated that the bounties be increased to 
protect "Wisconsin's deer.

said 


wolves trap deer in the deep snows of 
winter an* kill them by the score for 
the sheer fun of killing. 


Mr. Nagler said: 
"That doesn't hit the case at all. 


The bounties are the result of an ac- 
cident. 
People will kilT the 
same 


number of wolves whether there is 
bounty or not. There may be a little 
difference, but not much. A man is 
not trapping because the bounty is in- 
fluencing hjm." 


Mr. Nagler contends that the, hunt- 


ers and trappers will collect bounty 
in the states where it is the highest. 
He said Wisconsin bounties are paid 
on wolves killed' in 
Michigan and 


Minnesota, and even as far south as 
New Mexico and. Arizona, and some- 
times on wolves which were

The secretaries of war and the interior 


have asked Congress to transfer seven 
national military parks from the jurisdic- 
tion of the War Department to that of the 
pepartment of the Interior. 


They point out that the National Park

of-most of our national parkb, and that 
the transfer; of these military parks will 
be 'in the interests of economy and effi- 
ciency. Included fn the proposed transfer 
are some of the most famous Civil War 
battlefields, such as Gettysburg, Antie- 
tam, Shiloh and Fredericksburg. 


The main thing is to see that these" 


parks are kept up. As shrines for parti- 
otism they are of incalculable vrlue. No 
one can visit such a field as-that of Get- 
tysburg without coming, away a better 
American/It is to be hoped that Congress 
will look into the matter and take such 
action as will best preserve these parks 
for future generations. 


OBLITERATE THOSE VARICOSE VEINS

Two or three 
days later the leg and thigh seemed much inflamed, 
but the doctor assured him that this was the usual 
occurrence with every case, and that It would pres- 
ently subside. This proved precisely so. Anyhow, 
my friend's leff now Is Just as good and as smooth 
as tho one that was never varlcosed. The doctor 
who cave the treatment tells my friend it Is in 
routine use in 
hospital and 
clinic 


and that any physician may use It successfully on 
private patients without interfering with patient's 
ordinary activities. As this is quite new to me I am 
anxious to learn more about it. 
. The treatment is quite new to me, too, but never- 
theless it is just as good and just as available to 
every doctor and every patient as this particular 
patient's doctor said it is. 


Heretofore surgical excision of the more distended 


and atrophied or weakened portions of varicose 
veins has been the only radical cure generally used 
in this country,- and this has always been a formid- 
able procedure, at least from the patient's point of 
view. For the last five or 10 years a. few physicians 
have been trying the injection treatment, and the 
results have proved so satisfactory that this method 
is now coming into general use, and sufferers from 
varicose veins may obtain lasting relief without 
particular risk and without 'interfering with their 
usual occupations. The""chemical or injection treat- 
ment has been successful in not a few case's -where 
patients have already had varicose veins surgically 
excised only to develop other varicosities afterward. 
It Is equally effective Jn obliterating the varicose 
vein when the patient also has varicose ulcer or 
eczema of the leg. 


For sriallet; or recently developed varicosities one 


chemical is injected every alternate day until no 
more varicose veins can be found. This chemical 
is painless and self sterilizing. For larger varicosi- 
ties another chemical is used, which is apt to cause 
slightly more burning: at the point of injection and 
cramping of the les for a few minutes. Some swell- 
ing of the foot or leg Is usually present for a day 
after these stronger injections. This is not the place 
to go into technical details about the medicines used. 
Of course only a competent pliysician can apply 
this treatment, and the details are available to every 
physician.

FREE BRAKE TESTS 


Municipal authorities and auto clubs in 


all parts of the country are adopting, in 
increasing numbers, the plan of giving 
free brake tests to all motorists who want 
them. 


It is a good idea. A man's brakes may 


be good enough for ordinary driving and 
so lull him into the belief that they need 
no attention, when as a matter of fact 
they are not adjusted properly to bring 
his car to a quick stop in an emergency. 
And the emergency, be it noted, is just 
the time when the car must stop quickly 
to avert a tragedy. 


The man who drives with faulty brakes 


is endangering his own life and the lives 
of his fellow citizens. Yet many do it in- 
nocently, not knowing that their brakes 
need adjustment. These free tests*'are ex- 
cellent things. They should be extended. 


(usually in the legs, but often in other situations, 
for instance "piles" are varicose veins) this chem-

can give you the treatment without putting you off 
your feet except for the few minutes you sit in his 
office or your own home receiving the injections.

stitution of another workman, lost 
time of the injured, his care by other 
workmen, possible loss of best man in 
the gang, lowered morale, blow to dis- 
cipline, and the giving of a bad name 
to~a job.- 


The sources of the greatest number 


of accidents according to this liter- 
ature are: Hoists, falls of persons, fal- 
ling materials, protruding nails, ma- 
chinery and 
equipment, infections, 


and faulty tools. 


Accident prevention is but one of 


the numerous activities of the As- 
sociated General Contractors. Some of 
the projects wich have been studied

From there tho'next day I drove to 


Pickerel Lake which Is cast of Antigo 
u few miles. This lake is fished by a 
good many people but It certainly has 
plenty of flsh. 
I hardly know of a 


lake as small and easy of access as 
Pickerel that has more fish. 


Another water that I had In mind 


and which proved to be all that was 
claimed for it,.was Birch Lake. This, 
too, 
is rather a small body of water 


but it has some fine specimens. This 
lake is ten miles soutii of Jlinocqua 
on the old .Highway 10. When I ar- 
rived there, I was shown a "live box' 
containing a dozen very fine Small 
Mouth bass. That looked promising 
and so I pitched my tent a short way 
from the road and on the shore of the 
lake. Just before dark, I rigged up 
and proceeded to try things out. On 
the northern side a little slough ran 
up into the land for : 
decided to follow that. Up toward the 
end I had my first strike and it proved 
to be a three pound Small Mouth; I 
took three there, and one big Northern 
Pike. The next morning I landed two 
muskies, one of which, however, was 
under size and was returned 
to the 


water. These three places are 
well 


worth a trip at any time. There are 
flsh in their waters, and that is what 
we are after when 
wo go fishing, 


hence I mention them.

Tho proposed code states that 'un- 
er certain favorable conditions plats 
f lots 40x100 feet may meet tho re- 
uirements. 
Tho regulations' provide that the 
lat which is to be filed with the regis- 
er of deeds must show a correct sur- 
ey of the .-lands to be platted.

A minimum »ct 
back lino of ten feet from the lot line

Washington—W)—Land 
embraced 


in federal reclamation projects, con- 
sidered practically valueless 22 years 
ago, produced crops last year with a 
gross value of $133,207,210, the high- 
est amount realized from this acreage 
since the war peak of 1919. 


Reports and surveys by the depart- 


ment of interior show that the value 
of crops grown during the last ten 
years on land irrigated from works 
constructed by the bureau of reclama- 
tion amounts to more than $1,000,000,- 
000. 


In 1906, when the 
money returns 


upon irrigated land first began com- 
ing in, the total crop value was $244,- 
900. 
Last year cotton alone grown 


on the projects was valued at $16,- 
705,727. 


Alfalfa led all crops on the projects 


last year 
from the" standpoint • of 


acreage, being- grown on 438,675 acres 
or 31 percent 
of the total 
cropped 


area of 1,431,560 acres. 
This crop 


was fololwed by wheat, 186,571 acres 
representing 13.3 percent of the total 
acreage: and cotton, 
178,875 acres, 


which accounted for 12.5 percentJ No 
other crop occupiel as much as fivcj 
per cent of the cropped acreage. 


The bumper year on the reclama- 


tion projects was 1919. Last year's 
figures crowd the returns registered 
at that time very closely. 
Tho crop 


value in 1919 was 152,978,400. 
This 


was followed by a decline during the 
deflation period of 583,601,690 in 1922, 
after which values rose steadily to 
$131,364,730 in 1925. They dropped to 
$110,414,940 the following year, owing 
largely, the bureau says, to the slump 
in the price of cotton. 


Crops, livestock and marketing con- 


ditions on the irrigation projects at 
the close of March this year were re- 
ported to the bureau of reclamation 
as being generally satisfactory. Con- 
ditions varied because of geographical 
location, but on the whole the repo/t 
indicated no serious slump was in- 
dicated for this spring. 


The bureau is attempting to intro- 


duce methods 
and practices in its 


projects which will more effectively 
attract worthy and competent farm- 
ers, create conditions which will In- 
sure the health and comfort of their 
families, and provide incomes needed 
to create a comfortable living and pay 
irrigation charges.

as from unmulched crops.

of the 
experimental 


work are presented in Technical Bul- 
letin 75-T. "Crop-Plant 
Stimulation 


with Paper Mulch." Just published by 
the department. On the basis of the 
plot tests thus far made, (he use of 
paper mulch, says Doctor Flint. In ad. 
dition to increasing yields, eliminates 
all weeding between rows, facilitates 
weeding between plants in the row, and 
does away with the necessity for cul- 
tivation. In certain crops further ad- 
vantages reported are increased ger- 
mination which 
results in 
greater 


yields a marked hastening of matur- 
ity, and a superior crop product in 
point of size, quality, and cleanliness. 


The typo of paper used In these 


trials—the 
heavy, 
asphalt-saturated 


and coated thermogcn—was especially 
designed to withstand the weathering 
of the three to five years' duration of 
tho pineapple plantation. 
It seems 


possible, says Doctor Flint, that a 
less durable paper may be cheaper 
and as satisfactory over a short perl- 
od. The extent to which paper mulch 
will find a place In gardening and ag- 
riculture can be determined, he says, 
only through wide individual experi- 
mentations. The practical use of pa- 
per mulch will depend largely on its 
economy as affected by the labor re- 
quirements, the 
markets, the par- 


ticular crops concerned, and climatic 
conditions. •> 


Various mulching papers are being 


studied by the department at tlio Ar- 
lington Experiment Farm and else- 
where to find a cheaper paper that 
will be satiisfactory under varied soil 
and seasonal conditions.
